Almost every day the news¬ 
papers carry stories of fatalities 
resulting from slipping in the 
bathtub. This catastrophe could 
have been avoided if a rubber 
mat, specially made for the pur¬ 
pose, had been purchased. Hard¬ 
ware and home furnishings 
stores carry these mats which 
have special grips so that they 
will not move from their posi¬ 
tion at the bottom of the tub. 
Another thing is to be careful 
that a cake of soap is not left 
in thc bath water. Slipping on a 
cake of soap might be a joke for 
comedians, but when it comes to 
real life dramas, it is not funny 
at all. 

If there is a frail cr elderly 
person in the household, it would 
be wise to build a secure, sturdy 
handrail in a strategic spot so 
that the person using the tub can 
climb * out easily and without 
possibly slipping on a damp floor. 

Falling downstairs is another 
accident that can be easily elim¬ 
inated. See to it that the stair 
coverings are properly fastened. 
Thc staircase should be equipped 
with a sturdy handrail and the 
lighting should be adequate.

What has happened is that a joint 


recommendations—that when the 
recommendations reached congress 
would be time enough to make a 
fight. They knew they had won when 
the test came in congress. By 
shrewd log-rolling they had won 
enough votes to give the islands the 
independence act. So they thought 
the same log-rolling would be sure 
to work next time, which would be, 
they thought, when the recommen¬ 
dations are formally taken up in 
congress. 

Also, a considerable group of 
those interested actually knew noth¬ 
ing about the hearings. There was 
too much going on in Washington 
for the newspapers to get excited 
about hearings on something which 
would have no effect until 1946. 

But several things have happened 
to change all that. First, there is 
quite a movement to move forward 
the independence date. The same 
interests affected by the tariff hear¬ 
ings were concerned in that, and 
this made any present hearings 
much more significant. 

Important Factor 

But much more important is an¬ 
other factor. The prospect now is 
that there is not going to be any re¬ 
peal of the reciprocal trade treaty 
powers of the President—that this 
penver will be extended indefinitely. 
This will mean, if true, that if and 
when the report of this joint com¬ 
mittee comes up, immediately after 
independence is achieved or imme¬ 
diately before, it may not be pos¬ 
sible to ignore its ideas simply by 
having enough votes in congress to 
prevent action on Capitol Hill. 

For it is certain that any recom¬ 
mendations such a committee will 
make would have a great deal of ef¬ 
fect on the State department, and 
naturally on the Philippine govern¬ 
ment. So that, under the reciprocal 
treaty making power, it could easily 
be that a lot of tariff duties on Phil¬ 
ippine products coming into the 
United States might be sliced in 
half—fifty per cent being the extent 
of the change in any duty which can 
be made by the State department 
without further reference to con¬ 
gress. 

For instance, if the duty on sugar 
should be two cents a pound, under j 
the reciprocal treaty power the j 
State department could make a 
treaty with the Philippines which 
would cut that duty to one cent, or j 
boost it to three cents. 

Sugar is picked for an illustra- | 
tion chiefly because it is simple, and 
was one of the big reasons why the ! 
islands obtained the present prom- j 
ise of independence. There are plen¬ 
ty of others, notably coconut oil.

Future of G. O. P. 

Despite the “harmony” meeting 
of Democratic senators aTid repre¬ 
sentatives with President Roosevelt 
at the Jefferson Island club there 
are growing signs of cleavage as 
between what might be called the 
old line Democrats and the New 
Dealers. 

So much so that certain impor¬ 
tant Republicans, more interested 
in economic principles than in party 
organization, are quietly putting 
forth a new thought with respect to 
future G. O. P. activities. 

In short, they would have the na¬ 
tional Republican organization vol¬ 
untarily disband, shut up shop, and 
announce to the country that as a 
national party the Republicans were 
through. 

While most of those talking about 
it do not want their names used for 
the present, it is said that Senator 
Arthur H. Vandenberg of Michigan, 
regarded by many as the outstand¬ 
ing Republican in the country since 
the last election, is not out of sym¬ 
pathy with the idea. 

The plan is so far advanced that 
the effect on individual senators and 
members of the house now bear¬ 
ing the Republican label has been 
considered. There are still many 
districts which send Republicans to 
the house regardless of Democratic 
landslides and New Deal tendencies. 
At least two states, Vermont and 
Maine, still promise to send Repub¬ 
lican senators to Washington. 

The idea would not be to deprive 
the Republicans representing these 
districts and states of their label. 
They could run as “Republicans,” 
just as Senator Robert M. La Fol- 
lette runs as a “Progressive” or 
Senator Henrik Shipstead runs as a 
“Farmer-Laborite.” These gentle¬ 
men seem to have little difficulty 
getting elected, despite the fact that 
there is no real national organiza¬ 
tion of their parties to back them. 
Might Be Help 

Representative Bertrand H. Snell 
of New York comes down regularly 
from the Potsdam district of the 
Empire state, no matter if Demo¬ 
cratic national candidates do carry 
the state by more than a million. 
The same is true of Representative 
Allen T. Treadway and Representa¬ 
tive Edith Nourse Rogers of Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Some of the advocates of the plan 
say that actually it would be a help 
to such Republicans not to have any 
national Republican organization | 
cluttering up the situation. Of . 
course, in Mr. Snell’s case it would ' 
deprive him of the leadership of the | 
Republicans in the house—perhaps 
—and it might play hob with com¬ 
mittee assignments in both house 
and senate. 

But the real objective, of course 
is to encourage the split in the 
Democratic party—to permit the 
country to have two real parties 
again. Nor is it an answer, say 
those advocating it, to say that the 
Republican party polled more than 
15,000,000 votes in the last election, 
and that anything as strong as that 
should be preserved.

TN YOUR study of hands you will 
» * of course, find some in which 

t tbere are discouraging indications 
that, from a rapid analysis, may 
lead you to render at least a mental 
verdict of creative failure. Be care¬ 
ful in reaching such a conclusion, 
for all the elements of the hand 
may not corroborate this indication 
in the third finger. 

The third finger now to be 
analyzed is often found without 
compensations elsewhere in the 
hand, in which case it well deserves 
its name. 

The Futile Finger of Brilliance. 

You will quickly recognize this 
type by its shortness, smoothness 
and straightness. With the fingers 
pressed together, its tip is always 
found much below that of the sec¬ 
ond finger. In many instances, the 
tip will be even with that of the 
fourth finger. W’ith the hand ex¬ 
tended wide, a third finger of this 
kind is usually spaced evenly be¬ 
tween the second and fourth 
fingers, although it may be nearef 
the second finger than the fourth. 

The general formation of this 
finger is rather pegshaped, with 
often a decided taper at the nail 
tip, which is slightly rounded. The 
nail is somewhat oval in shape and 
well set. Under backward pressure 
such a finger is found to be mod¬ 
erately flexible but without resilient 
quality. 

You may place the possessor of 
this type of third finger as one in 
whom there is very little stirring of 
creative urge, and whose hope for 
successful self-expression must be 
pinned on the objective rather than 
the subjective things of life.

The use of electric lamps and 
appliances is steadily growing and 
it is impossible to tell what new 
appliances will comp along It isn’t 
safe for the householder to figure 
on^nly enough outlets to take care 
of what lamps and appliances he 
has at the time he builds or re¬ 
wires It has been figured that a 
safe rule for living rooms, bedrooms 
and recreation roonfs is to have out¬ 
lets enough so that no point along 
a wall unbroken by a doorway is 
more than six feet from an outlet 
and no wall space of three feet or 
more lacks at least one outlet. And. 
of course, there should be ceiling 
outlets for lights in number pro¬ 
portionate to the size of She room. 

In the kitchen every work space 
should have its outlet and, of 
course, all standing electric appli¬ 
ances like refrigerators, ranges, 
clocks, fans and dishwashers should 
have outlets behind' them. In the 
dining room at least two floor out¬ 
lets should he provided in addition 
to ceiling light outlets and wall out¬ 
lets for electric appliances or lights 
on sideboards or serving tables. 
The bathroom should have its ceil¬ 
ing light, wall lights at the sides 
of the mirror, shower hath light 
and another outlet or two besides 
for appliances 


ing a new house does well to make 
1 it termite-proof. He does that auto¬ 
matically if he builds with steel 
and concrete, brick and stone. But 
1 he can build with wood and still 
make his house safe from termites 
I by taking simple and inexpensive 
1 precautions. 

The thing to bear in mind about 
the termite is that it can’t stand 
exposure. It must have darkness 
and dampness—especially damp¬ 
ness. The only permanent reser¬ 
voir of moisture#is the ground. 
Hence the termite has to maintain 
contact with the ground and this 
it does by maintaining runways in 
cracks in foundation masonry or 
by building earthlike shelter tubes 
from the ground over the founda¬ 
tions to the woodwork of a house. 

By shielding all wood from the 
ground with inexpensive metal 
shields the termites can be pre¬ 
vented getting into it either directly 
or by building tunnels to it. Addi¬ 
tional safety can be obtained by 
using wood treated with a preser¬ 
vative. or wood of a termite resis¬ 
tant species, in danger places. Ter¬ 
mites that get into buildings 
quickly die when their access to 
the ground is cut off.

Construction Weak Spots 

Maybe you are buying a house 
instead of building one. If so. do 
you know how to determine whether 
or not a house is well built—espe¬ 
cially a new house in which defects 
have not yet been exposed by ijme? 
It is impossible to list briefly all 
the points on which you should 
check but some of the more im¬ 
portant car > e mentioned. 

When you .. down cellar, note 
whether joints in sills and girders 
have been made over walls or piers 
as they should be. whether flooring 
Joints have been made over joists; 
and whether framing members have 
been doubled around the stairwell, 
the fireplace hearth and under par¬ 
titions. Note also if bridging has 
been provided, as it should be, be¬ 
tween floor joists, and make sure 
that framing members have not 
been weakened by excessive cutting 
by plumbers and electricians. Also 
be sure that flrestops have been 
placed between studs so that there 
is no chance for updraft in outside 
walls and partitions. • 

Upstairs, examine floors to see if 
they are level. note baseboards and 
trim to see if they are opening at 
the joints; try doors and windows 


to make sure they At i 
smoothly In the attic see 
gets in around the eaves # 
sure that framing has been do. 
around dormers; that cross boai 
tying the rafters have been install? i 
on alternate pairs of rafters; and 
that no framing rests on the 
chimney. 


Outdoors, see that grading has 
been done to carry water away from 
the house. Area ways and cellar 
window boxes should have drainage. 
Look at the roof and make sure 
that it has corrosion insisting metal 
flashings and that downspouts do 
not discharge next to the founda¬ 
tion. If the house passes inspection 
on these points it is probably all 
right otherwise.

Why Endure Drip, Drip, Drip? 

Not long ago a New York City 
woman got into legal difficulties 
with her landlord because she 
smashed a window, glass and sash. 
Asked in court why she did it, she 
said that she couldn't stand the end¬ 
less drip, drip of a leaking faucet 
any Iqnger. Anyone who has ever 
listened to the irritating drip of a 
leaking faucet can sympathize with 
her. although one may wonder why 
she did not resort to the simple 
expedient of tying a wash cloth, or 
any strip of cloth, about the faucet 
so that one end of the cloth reached 
the sink or bowl. Then the water 
would have run noiselessly down 
the cloth. 

Most faucets are of the compres¬ 
sion type in which a flat washer 
bears down on the ring, or ground 
seat, that surrounds the flow open¬ 
ing. Generally when such a faucet 
leaks it needs a new washer and 
the careful householder will keep a 
supply on hand for both hot and 
cold water lines. All the tools re¬ 
quired are a monkey wrench and a 
screwdriver. Sometimes the seat be¬

An 
inexpensive tool for this purpose 
can be obtained and it is well to 
have one in the house. It may obvi¬ 
ate, or postpone for a long time, the 
purchase of a new faucet.
